Derry  has  been  very  fortunate  the  past  year  in  having  an 
unusual  number  of  bright,  wide-awake  teachers,  under  whose 
care  the  scholars  have  improved  in  every  way.  It  may  be 
regarded  as  a  step  in  the  right  direction  that  our  best  teachers 
have  not  confined  themselves  to  text  books,  but  have  taken 
every  opportunity  to  develop  the  thinking  powers  of  their 
pupils,  who  have  been  taught  to  reason  for  themselves  in-^tead 
of  accepting  passively  whatever  their  books  might  say.
